A Choice And A Dream 


"We are the music makers, 

And we are the dreamers of dreams. . 
Yet we are the movers and shakers 
Of the world forever, it seems. 


We in the ages lying, 

In the buried past of the earth, 

Built Nineveh with our sighing, 

And Babel itself in our mirth; 

And o'erthrew them with prophesying 
To the old of the new world's worth; 

For each age is a dream that is dying, 

Or one that is coming to birth." 

In order to illustrate our point this week 
— which has to do with the picture story on 
the Feeding Hills Library published in the 
May 1 edition of this newspaper—we went 
way back to O'Shaughnessy, remembered 
from our childhood, when we, too, dreamed 
dreams, and longed to shake the world. 

It may well be that we are in an age 
when a dream is dying and another is coming 
to birth. Certainly some of the values of our 
ancestors, embedded in fear and ignorance, 
grim religious fervor and rigid disciplines, 
have suffered a setback. 

This may seem like a long way around to 
a look at the public library facilities in 
Agawam, but we cannot help but see en¬ 
tirely new factors at play in assessing what 
belongs on the priority list for community 
needs. 

Some of us still dream our dreams. 

Often we have a thought about nightmares 
when we remember that more than half of 
our population does not read above the fifth 
grade level. 

Maybe we didn't shake the world with Left t0 rightf Alfred j 
our picture editorial on the Feeding Hills Dorval, first vice president; 
library . . . but we caused a few tremors in 
Agawam, if response to our picture story is a 
yardstick for measurement. 

We are appalled at the number of 
people in this town who expressed shock 
and disbelief upon seeing the pictures 
showing the deterioration and unsafe 
conditions that exist at the Feeding Hills 
library. 

The recent history of public library 
facilities in this town is an appalling set of 
statistics that spans more than ten years of 
inaction by town government. 

We believe the people in this town 
deserve better. Certainly that dedicated 
group of people on the Board of Library 
Trustees deserve better. 

The Town Manager and members of the 
Town Council need to put their heads 
together — and hopefully, their hearts — 
and come up with a definite plan to provide, 
not only the residents of the Feeding Hills 
area, but all residents in the town with 
adequate library facilities. 

There are some other heads in town — 
with something in them — and maybe it is a 
dream that is coming to birth.
